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Claim Rej ctions - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 lines 23-28 specify measuring the temperature in the measurement zone 
at the time of measurement. It is not clear how this measurement is accomplished by 
the claimed remote sensor. Lines 29 + are vague and indefinite to what structure is 
intended by a "temperature history imaging device for the currentless tracing of the 
temperature history before the moment of measuring, without consumption of electric 
energy before the time of measuring". 

The remainders of the claims are vague and indefinite what structure in intended 
by the claimed "thermal mass". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sate in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b,e,e) as being clearly anticipated 
by White et al., Fey et al. or Zweig et al. respectively. 
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In light of the above 35 USC 112 issues, the invention is best understood as a 
device for measuring test strips having means to compensate for and profile the 
temperature history. 

The prior art teaches analysis systems having a test element for analysis of 
biological fluids, an evaluation apparatus for determining the analyte of interest from the 
test element and temperature compensating measurement means to compensate for 
temperature and track the temperature history.
